WAR OF 1870 
TAKEN AS MODEL. 

Apparently the German army is 
duplicating the first movement of the 
Franco-Prussian war. It was on Auw- 
gust 2, 1870, forty-four years ago to 
day, that the French and Germans 
clashed in the first battle of that war 
at Saarbrucken, where the Prince Im- 
perial under the orders of the emper- 
or received his famous “Baptism of 
Fire.” 

It would appear today that Germany 
is taking the fullest possible advan- 
tage of her supposed superiority in 
rapid mobilization over France. 

The plan of the German emperor, 
according to military observers here, 
is to vanquish or attempt to vanquish 
France in the interval before Russia 
can create serious trouble on her 
northern frontier. It is supposed Rus- 
sian mobilization will take about three 


weeks. 


ALL THE WIRES 


HAVE BEEN SEIZED. 

All telegraphic and telephonic com- 
munication between Brussels and 
Luxemburg has been severed. 

By the treaty of London, signed in 
1867, the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg 
was declared neutral territory.

Deep Indignation Is Caused 

by the Methods of the 
Kaiser in Beginning the 
Great Conflict. 


August 2.—The deep indigna- 
in France by Germany's 
methods in beginning the war is voiced 
by The Temps, which says: 

“Up to the last moment the French 
and Russian governments had given 
Germany credit for acting in good 
faith. There is now no longer doubt 
that it is an ambush. Russians, 
Frenchmen and Englishmen must stand 
united against the powers of brigand- 
age, who have just been unmasked. 

“The British government yesterday 
informed the German ambassador that 
England could not remain neutral. 
We did not desire this war, but since 
it was forced upon us, with good heart 
we will wage it. For forty years Ger- 
many has prowled around us, but by 
prolonging the menace she has taught 
us our lesson. 

“Germany attacks us now at an 
hour when all our material and moral 
forces stand in united array against 
her. The war thrust upon us is a war 
of piracy.”

Schwinden 
was accompanied by artillery. 

Two squadrons of Russian Cossacks. are riding .in the. direction 
of Johannesburg, in East Prussia, fifteen miles. from the frontier. 

The Russian patrol which .entered. near .Eichenreid. attacked 
the German guard at the railroad bridge .over. the .Warthe. 

The attack was repulsed. Two Germans were slightly wounded. 

The above information was given .out by .the imperial staff.

| gust 31, 


Administration Is Working 


to Minimize as Far as Pos- 


sible the Effects of the’ 


War in Europe. 


Washington, August 2.—Federal 
government machinery was turned to- 
day toward the perfection of plans to 
fortify the American banking system 
so that the nation’s share in the fi- 
nancial burden of the European war 
will be distributed and its direct ef- 
fects minimized. 

Conferences at the white house and 
treasury départment at which the sit- 
uation was discussed, culminated late 
today in the departure for New York 
of Secretary McAdoo and Comptroller 
of the Currency Williams. They have 
government authority to put in opera- 
tion the plan by which the national 
banks of the country can obtain $500,- 
000,000 in currency under the Aldrich- 
Vreeland act. Mr. McAdoo today de- 
clared he considered the country to be 
in excellent shape to take care of it- 
self. President Wilson also is con- 
fident that any condition which arises 
can be met. . 

To Strengthen Co-Operation. 

Mr. McAdoo and Mr. Williams will 
confer with financiers in New York. 
These conferences are expected. to 
Strengthen the spirit of co-operation 
between the government and the 
banks, Mr. McAdoo may return to 
Washington late tomorrow to meet 
representatives of clearing house as- 
sociations of Chicago and St. Louis, 
now en route to the capital. In offit- 
clal circles it was thought any un- 
usual strain would be manifest first 
in New York. Both the president and 
Mr. McAdoo were anxious that the 
highest government financial author- 
ity be on the ground: 

The treasury today shipped about | 
$100,000,000 of the Aldrich-Vreeland | 
currency to the subtreasury in New 
This currency can be issued on 
the security of high-class commerctal 
paper or state and municipal bonds. 
Commercial paper used for this purpose 
must be approved both by the bank 
which asks for currency in exchange 
and by the special association which 
the bank is a member. In addition the 
security must be acceptable to the gov- 
ernment. 

To Keep Exchange Cibsed. 

Some officials in Washington expect 
Mr. McAdoo to use his influence to 
keep the New York stock exchange 
cloged for some time. He is instructed 
to show that the government does not 
favor the reopening of the exchange 
at this time and the speculation which 
may follow. 

The impression also was evident 
among officials tonight that party dif- 
ferences in congress are to be laid 
aside for the present, and that the 
president and his advisers can count 
upon unanimous support in any meas- 
ures they deem needful to meet condi- 
tions,

The 
British public is no longer under any 
illusions as to the gravity of a crisis 
which transcends anything in their 
experience. 

ENGLAND READY 
TO GO TO WAR. 

Short of actual formal mobilization 
the British government is taking all 
necessary steps to meet a situation 
unprecedented in the nation’s history. 

There was a scene of great en- 
thusiasm outside Buckingham palace 
tonight. Five or six thomsand per- 
sons gathered before the palace, sang 
the national anthem and called for 
King George, who, with Queen Mary 
appeared on the balcony and bowed 
in response to cheers given for him 
and for France. 

News of the progress of hostilities is 
vague and conflicting, owing to the 
severe censorship everywhere: It is 
alleged that the Germans poured into 
Luxemburg 100,000 men who will con- 
centrate on the French frontier.

The greatest suspense England has 
known in a century was in evidence to- 
day. For hours the cabinet was in 
council. The whole country thought it 
was wrestling with the question wheth- 
er Great Britain should take up arms in 
support of the Triple Entente. 

No official statement was made con- 
cerning the deliberations except that 
the premier would make an announce- 
ment in the house of commons and the 
cabinet would convene in the morning. 


MEASURES TAKEN 
FOR DEFENSE. 


The government took three measures 
for defense today. None is inconsistent 
with the policy of remaining outside 
the conflict if that should be her pol- 
icy. The naval reserves and naval ma- 
rine pensioners were called out; the 
territorials, assembled at the training 
tamps for annual practice, were ordered 
to their headquarters; the home secre- 
tary prohibited flights over the entire 
kingdom and territorial waters, except 
oy military craft. 

Great Britain would feel obliged to 
take these measures with a great war 
raging close to her shores, even if there 
were no question of her participation. 
Censors took charge of all the cable 
offices in the kingdom tonight. All 
code messages were prohibited and tel- 
phonic communication with the conti- 
nent was stopped entirely. 

The king issued a proclamation de- 
Claring a moratorium for a month and 
the suspension of the banking act to- 
morrow appears assured. Parliament 
probably will pass a bill for a loan for 
iefensive purposes to the amount of 
3250,000,000. The newspapers of Eng- 
land are confronted with the possibil- 
ty of a paper famine. 


LITTLE SUPPORT 
FOR PEACE. 


The peace movement continues but 


finds little popular response. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury and the Bish- 
op of London both spoke for peace to- 
day. A manifesto also emanated from 
influential quarters quoting Premier 
Asquith’s recent statement that Great 
Britain had no understanding with 
France and Russia which would com- 
pel her to join with them in war. |. 

Lord Charles Beresford has issued a 
letter calling upon the country ‘to pay 
a debt of honor to France.” He declares 
that Great Britain would forever be 
disgraced in the eyes of Europe if she 
failed. 

The general impression is that the 
war party in the cabinet is in the as- 
cendency, but not a word leaked out 
of the cabinet chamber today. It was 
said that Viscount Morley, lord presi- 
dent of the council and Viscount Hal- 
dane, lord high chancellor, led thé 
peace party, and that Winston Spencer 
Churchill, first lord of the admiralty, 
threatened to resign if the government 
did not stand by its unwritten agree- 
ment to support France against German 
attack. 


LANCASHIRE 
AGAINST WAR. 


It is known that the Lancashire lib- 
erals are putting pressure on the gov- 
ernment to keep out of the conflict and 
it is said Premier Asquith is influenced 
by this. But the average Englishman 
is saying tonight that the government 
has no alternative after the neutrality 
of Luxemburg has been disregarded by 
Germany and after Germany’s refusal 
to say what her attitude would be with 
regard to Belgium. 

At a big socialist meeting in Trafal- 
gar square tonight, James Keir Hardie, 
member of parliament, declared _§ that 
Italy, although bound by treaty, re- 
mained neutral and there was no rea- 
son why Great Britain should not. He 
announced his intention of calling a 
national strike against the war.

The business world looks forward to 
this week’s developments with the 
greatest anxiety. Monday is a bank 
holiday and banks will have time to 
make arrangements against a possi- 
ble siege on Tuesday. 

The government has issued a proc- 
lamation postponing the payment of 
certain bills of exchange. The proc- 
lamation says thatif onthe presenta- 
tion for payment of bills of exchange, 
other than check or billon demand 
which have been accepted before Au- 
gust 4, the acceptor reaccepts the bill, 
that bill shall for all purposes, includ- 
ing the liability of any drawer or in- 
dorser, be deemed due one month after 
the date of its original maturity. 

The colonial office has received’ ca-

HEAVY FIRING 
IN NORTH SEA. 

The News of the World says it has 
received a wireless communication 
that heavy firing is proceeding in the 
North Sea. The newspaper presumes 
that German and French fleets are 
engaged. No confirmation of this re- 
port was received today. 

According to a dispatch from Copen- 
hagen, the German Baltic fleet was 
making its way from Kiel to the North 
sea. 

A dispatch to The Central News says 
the Germans have taken possession of 
the English steamer Castro, in the Kiel 
canal, and ordered her to Hamburg. 

It also is reported that the British 
steamer Saxon, which left Kings Lynn, 
Norfolk, England, last Thursday with 
a cargo of coal for Brunsbuttel, Prus- 
sia, has been overtaken by the German 
navy and diverted to Cuxhaven. 

A cablegram today from Gibraltar 
says a French fleet consisting of twelve 
vessels, passed through the Strait of 
yibraltar today bound east. 


WAR MEASURES 
BY BRITAIN. 


From Portsmouth and Gibraltar came 
news today of increasing British pre- 
cautions. All steamship communica- 
tion through Portsmouth harbor has 
been forbidden. 

German shipping at Gibraltar and 
nearby is proceeding to Spanish ports.

WAR FORCED 
ON BRITAIN. 


The Times today says it is plain the 
duty and interest of Great Britain, 
which consists in the support of France 
against attack by Germany and the 
preservation of the neutrality of Bel- 
gium, Holland and Luxemburg against 
Gérman invasion, must be fulfilled.

CANADA RESERVES

Ottawa, Ont., August 2.—The royal 
naval reserves have been called upon 
by the British admiralty for service.

The royal naval reserves are offi- 
cers and seamen of the merchant serv- 
ice who have taken a special course 
of training in the British navy, have 
received a certificate of competence 
and have pledged themselves to an- 
swer a call to serve in the navy. They 
are scattered all over the world, 
there now being many thousands of 
them in the port of New York and 
other American ports. 

This is the first time that such a 
call has ever been made and it is con- 
sidered most significant.

FRANCE PUTS 
BLAME ON GERMANY. 


London, August 2.—Paul Oambon. 
French ambassador at London, tonight 
issued an Official declaration throwing 
on Germany sole responsibility for the 
present war situation and anything 
which may ensue. He says Germany 
has not declared war, and that the Ger- 
man ambassador has not left Paris, yet 
the German troops are invading 
France. 

“Our pacific intentions,” he adds, 
“may be judged from the fact that, 
although we knew what was going on, 
we withdrew the French troops ten 
kilometres from the frontier to pre- 
vent a conflict.” 

The ambassador recounts the general 
facts in the situation, and concludes: 
“It is well that at the beginning the 
world should Know these facts.”’ 

The French embassy today 
this statement: 

“German troops have invaded Lux- 
emburg. Germany has violated the 
neutrality of Luxemburg.” 

This neutrality was established by a 
treaty signed in London in April, 1867. 
Ratifications of this treaty were ex- 
changed May 30, 1867. Article II reads: 

“The grand duchy of Luxemburg will 
be a state perpetually neutral. The 
powers which sign the present treaty 
declare themselves bound to respect 
this neutrality and to make it respected 
by others. This neutrality is placed 
eunder the guarantee of the powers 
which have signed this treaty.” 

Germany Wouldn’t Auswer. 

Continuing, the statement of the 
embassy says: 

“The British ambassador at Berlin 
asked the German secretary for for- 
eign affairs whether Germany was 
prepared to respect the neutrality of 
Belgium, He declared he was not able 
to answer. 

“The German ambassador at St. 
tersburg notified Russia of the decla- 
ration of war by his government when 
negotiations were pending between 
Austria-Hungary and Russia and when 
Austria-Hungary had declared she was 
prepared to consider the matter of the 
Austro-Serb conflict with Servia, or 
with a neutral power. 

“The German ambassador at Paris 
yesterday morning had an interview 
with the French prime minister con- 
cerhing the Austro-Serb conflict, and 
especially about the decision reported

Protest by Luxemburg. 


The French embassy has received the 
following statement from Premier Vi- 
viani: 

“I have sent the following telegram 
to the French minister at Luxemburg: 
‘Will you inform the premier that the 
republic intends to respect the neutral- 
ity of Luxemburg. The violation of 
this neutrality by Germany is of such 
a nature as to oblige France to take 
into account the care of her defense 
and her interests.’ 

“The premier of Luxemburg has pro- 
tested to the German government,” M. 
Viviana’s telegram continues, “‘and has 
informed the German ambassador at the 
embassy in Paris that early this morn- 
ing the Germans entered Luxemburg 
territory by the Wasserbilling and Re- 
mich bridges and marched towards the 
southern part of the country and the 
capital. They sent armored trains with 
troops and ammunition toward this 
point.

EXPORT BLOCKADE 
MENACING TRADE 


Withdrawals of Bottoms 
From Freight Service Is 
Causing : Congestion at 
New York—Complete Tie- 
Up Feared. 


New York, August 2.—Further with- 
drawals of bottoms from freight serv- 
ice today added to the difficulties of 
the export blockade already threaten- 
ing American trade on account of the 
war. British mercantile firms owning 
steamships which might have. been 
rechartered have cabled them to pro- 
ceed under instructions to specified 
points in the British colonies. These 
vessels probably will be chartered by 
the British government if England 
goes to war. 

The trans-Atlantic lines would be 
kept open by the British navy, it*was 
understood, in case of war, and some 
of the passenger services would be 
maintained. The ships of a long list of 
British lines, however, are likely to 
be commandeered by their government 
as armed cruisers and transports. 

Can’t Take Responsibility. 

Following the cancellation of the 
passénger and freight services of the 
Hamburg-American and the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Lines, the latter have noti- 
fied shippers that théy cannot assume 
responsibility at the present time for 
return or storage of shipments, and 
that their owners must take their own 
course about them. 

Official confirmation is lacking of the 
report that the merchantmen of the 
french trans-Atlantic Line have been 
drafted into their government's serv- 
ice. Officials of theline have not re- 
ceived orders respectigg sailings from 
New ‘York and other ports on this 
side of the Atlantic, they say. La 
Provence, of the line, alone has been 
held at Havre. 

Railroads have sent orders to stop 
freight outside of the metropolis as 
near the point of shipment as possl- 
ble. Demurrage charges, which must 
he fixed by the American Railway as- 
sociation, are expected to be $2 per car 
per day. ‘

Shorn of technicalities and complexities, 
the new schedule of pay for rural free de- 
livery carriers makes the payment of the 
maximum salary of $1,200 a year contingent 
upon the degree in which the service is 
used on the individual route. . 
Whether the carrier shall hold ‘his job at 
the present salary of $1,100, or receive the

along his route. 

The schedule is so arranged as tO apply 
to the parcel post branch, newspapers and 


letters. The terms are extremely broad and 


lenient. 
may be stated in the following extract from 
the summary of Postmaster General Burle- 


gon’s statement, published in The Constitu- | 


tion: 


The basis of compensation for max- 
imum compensation requires the trans- 
portation of one parcel post package 
per day of the maximum weight now 
established by the postal regulations, 
or the equivalent thereof in any mail- 
able matter, over the length of route 
heretofore recognized as standard, pro- 
vided, that in the event of the failure 
to carry the weight specified the car- 
rier is entitled to the limit of com- 
pensation should it be shown by the 
department's records that he is han- 
dling an average of 400 pieces of mail 
daily. The order further provides that 
on routes less than the standard iength 
(24 miles) where carriers have been 
receiving less than the former maxi- 
mum pay of $1,100 a year, an increase 
or decrease of $12 per annum, greater 
or less than the schedule pay, shall be 
made to or from the prescribed salary 
for such route for each one thousand 
pieces, and for each one hundred 
pounds of mail handled monthly, up to 
the maximum of $1,200 per annum. 

it also stipulates that an allowance 
of $12 per year. shall be made for each 
closed pouch or sack of mail trans- 
ported by carriers to postoffices lo- 
cated on rural routes. 


In other words, the co-operation of the 
carrier and his patrons in increasing the 
volume of mail handled to a conservative 


maximum, will insure that the carrier will | 


receive $1,200 a year. The carrier is thus 

given every incentive to impress upon his 

patrons the usefulness of the service. 
Under these regulations, not only will 


the gap between revenue from and cost of | 


the service be lessened, but patrons and 
carriers will also be benefited in equal ratio. 

The pronunciamento of the postmaster 
general is simply an extension of the prin- 
ciple that has always governed the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of rural free de- 
livery routes—and that is, that the fate of 


the route, the facilities extended it and the | 


general service are wholly dependent on the 
patronage accorded it. The department, 
heretofore, has pursued the policy of aban- 
doning routes where patrons showed so lit- 
tle interest in their opportunities as to make 
the route a loss to the government. 

All the new regulations do is to empha- 
size this principle, hanging a direct in- 
centive in front of those living on the route 
to patronize it and placing its development 
and. excellence of service very largely in 
their hands. 


MEDICAL MUCKRAKING. 

A New York nerve specialist the other 
day at the National Eclectic Medical asso- 
ciation in Indianapolis declared that “the 
United States is fast becoming one vast 
asylum” and predicted that in the next 
decade or two the symptoms of national 
neurasthenia would become too unmistak- 


able to be denied. 
There is, of course, plenty of nervous 


trouble in this country, as there is in every. 
country under the sun that has to live in 
the intense and demanding environment of 


the twentieth century. It is even probable | 


that there is more nervous trouble, and 
more actual insanity, per thousand, than in 
colonial days. That spectacle is easily and 
‘paturally explained by the fact that our civ- 
-fiization has grown more complicated and 
that the race has not yet become adjusted

to it. Our grandfathers and great-grand- 
fathers were not subjected to anything ap- 
proaching the daily and nightly strain that 
we ourselves have to combat. 

After these allowances are made, it re- 
mains that the present-day tendencies are 


strongly toward normal living. Excesses of 
every kind are increasingly under the ban. 


A casual look around will bring conviction. 
The interdict on alcohol, a prolific source of 
insanity, is more compelling than ever. 
since it has forsaken the sentimental mo- 
tive and taken on the economic feature. 
The sleeping porch - gains in vogue, and 
the sleeping porch makes for sanity. Folk 
are learning better care of their stomachs, 
learning self-restraint in eating, which is 
hopeful since the violation of dietetics is a 
recruiting agent for the sanitariums. Diver- 
sion and pleasure are taking on a more 
wholesome nature. Not all the people on 
earth spend their leisure moments in caba- 
rets and taxicabs, the humorists to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. We are learning the 
value of exercise. Vice is being shown up 
in its true colors. 

It makes a good story to picture the 
United States as verging on insanity, but 
the more inspiring story is that which tells 
the truth, and represents the nation as gain- 
ing steadily a better grip on its nerves and 
its poise. . 


THE KINDERGARTEN BILL. 

The permissive kindergarten bill, which 
has already passed the senate, has had its 
second reading in the house and will soon 
be up for a vote, according to present pros- 
pects an overwhelmingly favorable one. 

The measure involves no appropriation 
from the state treasury, and must be ap- 
proved by a majority of the voters of a 
county before it becomes operative. 

Briefly, it is provided that when a county 
shall authorize the plan, there shall be 
added to its educational equipment a kin- 
dergarten system for its very young chil- 
dren. The idea is that the country child is 
as much entitled to the demonstrated bene- 
fits of a kindergarten as is the city child. 
The bill now pending simply permits the 
counties willing and able to support free 
| kindergartens, to levy a special tax for that 
purpose. 

There is no doubt the house will enact 
a bill which spells educational! progress in 
| the best sense and which places no bur- 
den where it is not courted for the com- 


| pensating benefits.

The maxim runs that “worry kills more 
than hard work,” but Arthur Hoe, the press-

| have hobbies. A bit of a garden, or the 
| Sunday or afternoon stroll that spell get- 
| ting away from the routine is within the 
reach of all. 

We all belong to a hard-working nation, 
80. far as that goes. That explains our 
| progress and prosperity, as a nation, and 
the fact that we are steadily forging ahead. 
But as a nation, it is doubtful if we are 
| overworking ourselves. Mr. Hoe will have 
to find some other explanation for the 
phenomena he sees around him. Overeat- 
ing, perhaps, yes. But not overworking.

PORFIRIO DIAZ. 

Diaz is a very old 
loafing around Paris in 
and reading the war 
with a grim smile. 

Diaz isn’t a Parisian. He is a Mexican, 
and could trace ancestry back to the 
Aztecs if his ancestors had kept any records. 
He was born in the southern part of the 
country 84 years ago, and after he had 
learned all his father, an innkeeper, knew, 
he went to a Catholic school. When he was 
16, the United States army invaded Mexico 
and Diaz ran away to war. He walked to 
Mexico City, but the United States army 
got there before him and he was compelled 
to show his patriotism in some other way. 

Diaz accordingly cast a vote against 
General Santa Ana a few years later. Vot- 
ing against the Mexican president is a cap- 
ital offense, but Diaz declined to be shot. 
He gathered some peasants together and 
Started a revolution. For many vears he 
revolted vigorously against every president 
or emperor who showed his head, including 
Maximilian. 

In 1876 Diaz, who had retired, decided 
to go into the revolution business again and 
chased Lerdo out of the. country. As Diaz 
was in command of a victorious army, it 
was thought best to elect him president. 
Occasionally other statesmen became willing 
to take the job, but they generally escaped 
with a light sentence and there was little 
disorder. The election judges from long 
practice became so expert at counting that 
they were able weeks before an election to 
announce the majorities and to indict those 
who were likely to vote for some other man. 

Mexico had had fifty presidents and dic- 
tators In less than sixty years, but none of 
them were of Diaz's size. He called himself 
president, but in reality he was warden of 
the country. He made Mexico so peaceable 
that those who were dissatisfied came to 
the United States instead of revolting and 
so prosperous that the great Mexican Ccap- 
italists were each able to support many 
poorhouses from their income. Under his 
rule Mexico built great railroads, buildings 
and factories and the peon was enabled to 
bear four times as great taxes as before. 
owing to the fact that he wasn't allowed 
to waste any time learning to read. 

Two years ago, Madero revolted and 
chased Diaz out of Mexico. This has been 
very hard on Mexico, which has come back 
to the old brand of dictators, but if she 
makes the United States mad enough in her 
convulsions, this country will step in and 
take Diazs place. Then the country school 
and the baseball game will bloom in the 
land and Mexico will wake up at last. 

BULL FIGHTING. 

Bull fighting was once called the national 
sport of Mexico. However, these days it is 
generally Known as the principal cause of 
what ails Mexico. 

What ails Mexico is the fact that it 
doesn't civilize fast enough. The western 
hemisphere has been standing around for a 
century waiting for Mexico to civilize as the 
housewife waits for her jelly to jell. But 
nothing has come of it. Just about the time 
that strong symptoms of civilization are be- 
ing noticed in the country, the people take 
an afternoon off and go to a bull fight. 

The bull is about the only thing in 
Mexico that doesn’t want to fight, too. He 
is usually a peaceable creature and has to 
be prodded with sharp skewers before he 
loses his temper. The Mexican himself loves 
nothing better than to get up a little revolu- 
tion on a quiet day and reduce the census 
figures as near to zero as possible; but it 
usually takes a score of men, half an acre of 
red cloth and a lot ‘of insulting language 
to get a bull roused to the point of resist- 
ance. For ’all his reputation, the bull is ag 
peaceable as a democratic administration 
which has been voting against warships and 
ammunition for a few decades. 

Bull fights are held in vast arenas walled 
with eager, blood-thirsty people, and are 
extremely fatal—not to the spectators or 
the fighting men, but to the bull and to 
such luckless horses as can’t get out of his 
way. A bull fight isn’t a success unless half 
a dozen horses have had their internal ar- 
rangements spilled out on the ground by 
an impassioned bull who is trying to get 
even with the man who stuck a skewer into 
his flank. The Mexican senorita is one of 
the most beautiful things fashioned by na- 
ture, but when she claps her dainty hands 
over a shrieking horse who has just been 
ripped from stem to stern she causes the 
spectator from the north to realize why 
peace has a hard time getting a foothold 
south of the Rio Grande. American men ad- 
mire the senoritas for their dark and vivid 
beauty, but they do not marry them to any 
extent. Possibly they have seen too many 
of them at bull fights. 

The bull fight is not, of course, as cruel 
a thing as a gun fight on Broadway, or a 
labor war in Colorado, -but it is bloody, 
messy and very unfair to the bull and the 
decrepit horses who get dismantled during 
the proceedings. In America, we electrocute 
our gun fighters and fine the man who beats 
a horse. But in Mexico, the bull fighters 
are greatly honored and are more popular 
than the president. Somewhere in this dif- 
ference between the two countries lies the 
reason why Mexico has advanced like a 
stone hitching post in the last century. 
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Like They Do in Kentucky.

lives of tuberculosis. Dr. Osler knows the 
difficulty of being quoted correctly, and will 
not object perhaps to a possible inaccuracy, if 
the serves to rouse the public to a 
sense of real danger from the mine in 
our midst 

What the doctor bably 
90 per cent of the coming to post- 
mortem, show undoubted evidences of tuber- 
cular infection, though giving no history or 
symptoms of same during life. And any of 
our big hospitals would doubtless corrobo- 
rate this statement. The frankly tubercular 
case rarely comes to postmortem, and the 
fact that such a large percentage of people 
though dving of other causes, yet show 
tubercular lesions, is disconcerting. “Ninety 
per cent! Why. then you may have it and 
not know I may have it. My child’—now 
something has got to happen This is very 
difficult for a man around the corner, or a 
family in darktown or the statistics last 
year from Battle Hill or Alto. 

A child's specialist, in wne of our best 
medical journals, ventures the opinion that 
so many young babies are showing the tuber- 
cle bacillus. in the intestinal tract, that it 
may be shortly recognized as fairly normal 
for the human species to be born harboring 
this. as the colon bacillus and other ecom- 
paratively harmless organisms—harmless as 
long as the individual is kept up to normal 
in vitality and resistance. 

The Atlanta public may not realize to 
what an extent we were indebted to our city 
board of health and medical school inspec- 
tors for efficient work in averting what 
might easily have proved a serious epidemic 
of diphtheria a year or -SO ago. They ex- 
cluded from school every child showing the 
diphtheria germ, whether ill or not, and the 
complaints of protesting parents were more 
than offset by the saving of life and health 
of many children. An apparently sound 
normal child may transmit a fatal organism 
to a more delicate playmate. The typhoid 
carrier, though not suffering himself, may 
yet be a menace to the community, leaving a 
trail of germs in his wake. Year by year 
we are realizing that many diseases after 
they become diseases, difficult or impossible 
to cure, might have been prevented by the 
application of everyday common sense. 

Familiarity accustoms us even to immi- 
nent danger, and only a sudden jolt like this 
of Dr. Osler’s makes us realize how we gam- 
ble with chance. We seek the danger of travel 
bv land, by water or air. We harness power 
and bend it to our will. We explore un- 
known regions at the expense of life and 
reason. We eat, drink and are merry, know- 
ing that disease and death lie that way.‘ War 
pestilence and panic stare us in the face, yet 
we know that these might all have been 
averted, by early common sense measures. 
We send our little children past the crowded 
They suffer from inadequate 
school accommodations, are under-fed, over- 
worked, and exposed to every Known disease 
in mill, shop and factory, all for lack of 
practical working knowledge which is every 
man’s for the asking. 

The consumption of old days, inherited, 
hopeless, incurable, has yielded gradually, 
inevitably to patience, skill, preservance. 
Even ig, the memory of the present genera- 
tion, Pioie families were swept away, as 
compared with isolated cases today. During 
the decade 1890 to 1900, the mortality from 
tuberculosis was reduced 22.4 per cent, as com- 
pated with 9.4 per cent from other diseases, 
By especially persistent, up-to-date work, 
Massachusetts and New York reduced. their 
death rate from tuberculosis nearly 60 per 
cent. Such reports, from no less an au- 
thority than Dr. Osler himself, furnish rea- 
sonable foundation for the bellef that the 
sustained scientific efforts of the world will 
soon place tuberculosis with smallpox, chol- 
era and other plagues of the past. But it 
is only by the combined activities, individual 
and organized, that we may hope for success. 
If every man, woman and child would take 
tuberculosis as his or her own personal prob- 
jem; if every city, village and town would 
seize upon it as a community problem, this 
joint service would do the work. 

If 90 per cent of us in this city have 
tuberculosis today, then let 90 per cent of us 
get busy, and the other 10 per cent will soon 
catch the contagion—not of our disease, but 
of our determination to clean up, sun up, 
feed up Atlanta, and make her what she 
ought to be, the cleanest, healthiest, hap- 
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A DAY. 

No man can have a greater asset than an 
ordinary Day. If you don’t think so, just 
stop and write down the scores of things 
that can be accomplished in a Day. Or read 
History and learn what single days put 
there in deeds that thousands of years can- 
not efface.

According to Dr. Zoepffel there are 
approximately 300 reserves in this con- 
sulate which cOmprises the states of 
Georgia, Tennessee, North and South 
Carolina, Alabama and Florida. The 
men are not required to report here, 
but can proceed to New York and re- 
ceive instructions from the imperial 
consulate in that city. 

About thirty Germans who live in 
Atlanta are liable to service. They 
have either reported ready to depart 
to the Fatherland or have already 
made their way across. 

Transportation Planned. 

German and Austrian ships will 
transport reservists from the ports of 
New Orleans, Galveston and New York 
into the Pacific and land them in most 
accessible ports. Few men will be 
landed in Germany direct. 

The proclamation issued by 
Zoepffel follows:

OF SIN AND GREED 


Long Preparation for War 
in Europe Is Only a Less 
Evil Than War Itself, 


Says Dr. DuBose. 


Preaching on “War or Peace,” Dr. H. 
M. DuBose, of the First Methodist 
ehurch, last night laid the blame for 
war on sin and greed. He used as 
his text: 

“Think not that I. am come _ to 
Send peace on the earth: I am not 
cOme to send peace, but a sword— 

atthew 10:34. 

“From Europe—from the Black and 
the Baltic deeps, to the Aegean and the 
Pillars of Hercules—come tonight tid- 
ings of war, the possibility of univer- 
sal strife,” said Dr. DuBose. “If it 
comes it will be a war of despair— 
despair of both the weak and the 
strong. 

“The preparation of Europe for war 
has been so long and so burdensome 
that it cannot longer be endured. Go- 
ing on is only a less evil than war it- 
self, and the sword may be only the 
Scalpel of the surgeon or the phlebot- 
tomist. 

“The present war movement in Eu- 
rope is symptomatic of a world old 
malady, the malady of sin in general, 
and the greed of nations in particular. 
In the centuries of Europe's weakness 
the Ottoman Turks possessed them- 
selves of the tair Greek lands and 
isles and also of the Balkan lands 
reaching to the Danube on the north 
and the Tyrol mountains on the west. 
When the nations of Western Europe 
became strong each

The members of the Atlanta Typo- 
graphical union passed resolutions

Former Manager of Brown

My Dear Sir: am in receipt of 
your letter requesting that I write you 
regarding Governor Brown's state- 
ments, as set forth in his recent card, 
relative to national banks lending 
money under the new currency law to 
farmers on farm lands as security. 

Governor Brown's statements were 
based npon a correspondence which had 
been carefully designed by his politi- 
cal friends to deceive the farmers of 
Georgia. In order that there can be 


misunderstanding about this, I 
quote section 24 of the cugrency law | 
which you will observe provides that. 
all national banks EXCEPT THOSE 
LOCATED IN RESERVE CENTERS 
are permitted to lend a large propor- 
tion of their funds on farm lands as 
I quote section 24 in full as 
“Any national banking as- 
sociation NOT SITUATED IN A CEN- 
RESERVE CITY may make 
loans secured by improved and unen- 
cumbered farm lands, situated within 
its federal reserve district, but no such 
loan shall be made for a longer time 
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value of the property offered as se- | 
curity. Army such bank may make | 
such loans in an aggregate sum equal | 
to 2 per centum of its capital and 
surplus or to one-third of its time de- 
posits, and such banks may continue) 
deposits and to pay interest on the 
same.” 

You will note that the correspond- 
from which Governor Brown 
quotes was with Atlanta banks, which, 


under the provisions of the new act. 


'are the only banks in this reserve dis- 


trict which are prohibited from making 
loans on farm lands. Those behind 


(the correspondence were either ignor- 


ant of the law or were interested one 


way or another in deceiving the farm- 
ers as to its provisions which vitally 
affect their interests. 

Governor Brown is himself a bank- 
er. I am informed that he is part 
owner, a director, and vice president 
of a national bank at Marietta, Ga. 
As a banker, Governor Brown knows 
that the new banking law is not yet 
in operation. Yet he is willing, in 
carrying out the deceitful schemes of 
his friends, to have the farmers of 
Georgia believe that it is in operation. 
As a banker he knows that the new 
law will permit his owa bank and all 
other national baunks located outside 
of reserve cities like Atilasta, to lend 
large portions of their funds to farm- 
ers on farm iands for a term of five 
years. The question is now, Will Gevy- 
ernor Brown oppose his own bank 
making these loans to the farmers of 
Georgiat Governor Brown knows that 
under the old law, which is still in 
operation, his bank is not permitted to 
lend money on farm lands at all. 

Another one of Governor Brown's 
objections to the new law is that it 
does not force him and his associates 
to lend their own money and the 
money entrusted to them on deposit 
to designated persons It would ap- 
pear that Governor Brown is in favor 
of a compulsory law forcing him and 
his associates to make these loans. 
The governor forgets that a large num- 
ber of Georgia farmers are depositors 
and stockholders as well as borrowers. 

As you know, the new currency law 
has been accepted by both political 
parties throughout the country as a 
measure calculated to benefit all sec- 
tions of the United States. with the 
possible exception of Wall § street. 
Now, Governor Brown and his fricnds, 
although democrats, sre among the 


| first to find fault with the new lIavw 


and oppose it. And the fault which 
they pretend to find is an absolutely 
false one, and invented for no higher 
purpose than to be used in the rural 
districts with the hope of strengthen- 
ing Governor Urown’'s candidacy. It is 
safe to say that not a single one of 
the desiamers of this scheme has any 
love for Governor Brown or in fact 
anything in common with him except 
hatred of his opponent who took part 
in the enactment of the new law. After 
deserting and ‘osing his friends in the 
cities, Governor Brown pianned a 
short camovuaign with the purpose of 
deceiving the farmers, basing his hope 
of success on the fact that they would 
not have time to learn the truth be- 
fore their votes were cast.

Dr. John E. White Preaches 
to Assemblage of 3,000, 
Gathered on Lawn of the 
State Capitol. 


“Where do you come from, Baby Dear, 
Out of the everywhere, into here?’ 


“Every child is a messate from God, 
& message out of the vast infinitude, 
and these ‘messages,’ tinged with the 
aroma of heaven, are the most potent 
influences in the moral, religious and 
Civic life of the nation,” declared Rev. 
John E. White, pastér of the Second 
Baptist church, last night, preaching 
from the state capitol steps to an as- 
semblage of 3,000 Christian men, wom- 
en and children from four of Atlanta’s 
big churches—the Second Baptist, Trin- 
ity Methodist, First Christian and Cen- 
tral Presbyterian. :

New York for Aldrich-Vreeland cur- 
rency.

This fact is expected 
to have a reassuring effect throughout 
the country 

Another nelpful factor is the deposit 
of $34,000,000 by the treasury in na- 
tional banks for moving crops. This 
will be available as soon as the banks 
comply with the conditions laid down 
by the department. 

Question of Foreign Exchange. 


It became evident today that the first. 


concern of the administration is for 
American financial institutions, and 
that questions of foreign exchange and 
international finance are to be relegated 
to second place. Early today Mr. Mc- 
Adoo had a long talk with Max May, 
of the ‘t#uaranty Trust company; Au- 
gust Ulrich, of Ladenburg; Thalman & 
Co., and Franklin Q. Brown, 
mond & Co., all of New York. Mr, May 
and Mr. Ulrich called particularly to 
discuss the questions of foreign ex- 
change. No concrete plan, however, 
was adopted by which the government 
will mix in affairs between American 
and foreign bankers. 

The New Yorkers returned to New 
York today and are to call a meeting 
of foreign exchange bankers there to- 
morrow. There was passing reference 
to the creation of a $100,000,000 fund 
for the use of English bankers, but it 
was explained, however, that it is not 
intended to have the United States gov- 
ernment lay aside such a sum to the 
redit of British bankers. It was the 
Weacretandins that it might be found 
necessary for New York foreign ex- 
changes to extend a large line of credit 
to British institutions of known sound- 
ness. It was made clear that the treas- 
ury, willing as it is to give every pos- 
sible aid, regards this matter as one to 
be arranged between the bankers con- 
cerned. 

Officials have observed the protective 
measures taken by European countries 
to keep intact their stores ofegold It 
seemed probable tonight that the ad- 
ministration might be called upon to 
keep American gold here and give Eu- 
rope American paper in exchange. . 

Revenues to Fall Off. 


Although there is every prospect that 
customs revenues will fall off sharply, 
the administration is said to have made 
no definite plans to provide for reve- 
nue in other ways The house is ex- 
pected tomorrow to pass promptly leg- 
islation which already has gone 
through the senate removing certain 
restrictions in the Aldrich-Vreeland 
act. Before the week is over the presi- 
dent may see all the members of the 
federal reserve board in office and the 
new federal reserve banking system in 
operation. Organization of the twelve 
revenue banks would immediately have 
a marked effect for good upon the situ- 
ation in the opinion of officials.

Reserve System Delayed. 


Announcement was made at the 
white house tonight that Attorney 
General McReynolds had advised the 
president that the federal reserve 
board cannot be organized without 
its full legal membership. This was 
taken to mean that an extraordinary 
effort will be made.in the next few 
days to secure the confirmation of Paul 
M. Warbure as a member .of the board. 
The president is expected to send to 
the senate tomorrow the name of the 
man he has selected to take the place 
which was to have been filled by 
Thomas D. Jones,.of Chicago. In view 
of the present situation, it was be- 
lieved tonight that unless there are 
unforeseen developments the consent 
of the senate to the confirmations will 
not be long withheld. 

It was said tonight that Secretary 
McAdoo might decide to confer with 
the representatives of the clearing 
house associations in the central re- 
serve cities, New York, Chicago and St. 
Louis in New York instead of at the 
treasury. Heads of the St. Louis and 
Chicago committees were understood 
here tonight to be on their way to 
Washington. 

President Wilson tonight decided to 
cancel all engagements dealing with 
appointments for the next few days 
and to makexnone for the next few 
weeks, which donot concern the war 
or the financial situation of the coun- 
try. 


BANKERS WORK 
TO AVERT CRISIS. 


York, August 2.—William G. 
McAdoo, secretary of the treasury de- 
partment, came to New York tonight 
on instructions from President Wilson 
to assist financialinterests to avert a 
crisis. With Mr. McAdoo were John 
Skelton Williams, Comptroller of the 
Currency, Charles S. Hamlin, and Wil- 
liam P. G. Harding, members of the 
federal reserve board. Until far into 
the night they discussed relief meas- 
ures with a group of leading bankers. 

The New York clearing house com- 
mittee today called a meeting of the 
Clearing House association to be held 
before banking hours tomorrow to ar- 
range for immediate issuance of clear- 
ing house certificates. 

Banks of New York and other large 
cities completed arrangements to take 
out many millions of dollars of emerg- 
ency currency to®norrow. 

Recommendations were made that 
the savings banks and the private 
banks of this state enforce the sixty- 
day clause, empowering them to de- 
cline to pay out money within that 
period to depositors. 

TheNew York Savings Bank asso- 
ciation will meet before banking hours 
tomorrow, and it was understood to- 
night that the sixty-day clause’ would 
£0 into effect. 

Many of New York’s foremost finan- 
ciers attended tonight's conference. 
They included J. P. Morgan and 
partner, Henry P. Davison; Frank A. 
Vanderlip, *president of the National 
City bank, and A. Barton Hepburn, 
chairman of the Chase National bank. 


New 


Clearing House Certificates. 


The recommendation to be made by 
the clearing house committee to the 
association to issue clearing house cer- 
tificates was regarded here tonight as 
Virtually certain of adoption. These 
certificates, while not legal currency, 
were accepted during the panic of 1907 
by the banks in settlement of transac- 
tions among themselves, and in some 
cities were circulated in lieu of legal 
tender. 

New York bankers were emphatic in 
their statements that there need be no 
fear of disastrous developments. The 
position of the banks of the country, 
as a whole, it was said, was funda- 
mentally strong. 

The present situation, it was explain- 
ed, was brought about 
of causes. For months business has 
been backward and capital timid. Then 
came the shock of the European crisis, 
whose first effect was to demoralize 
the financial markets of Europe, re- 


sulting in the suspending of the world’s | 


leading stock exchanges, including the 
New ‘York. exchange. An important 
added cause of disturbance here was 
Kurope’s enormous demand for Ameri- 
can ° gold. Last week the exports 
were well up to $50,000,000. “She prob- 
ability that, with the old world in a 
frenzy, there would be a severe re- 
action upon commerce and industry 
here, as well as a troubled state of 
public sentiment, made the outlook 
still worse. 


Energetic Measure Necessary. 


This was the situation today, and 
when news was received of the finan- 
cial crash in Europe, with all of the 
principal nations at war or on’ the 
verge of it, realization came that en- 
ergetic measures must be taken to 
safeguard American financial inter- 
ests. 

Bankers were in conference through- 
out the day. During the morning the 
wires to Washington were kept in use 
almost constantly, and after the presi- 
dent and Mr. McAdoo had been inform- 
ed of the views of the New York bank- 
ers it was decided that the situation 
was such as to demand the presence 
of the Washington officials at the 
financial center. Before they left the 
capital a special telegraph wire was 
installed in the subtreasury with di- 
rect connections with the treasury de- 
partment. 

At the same time a meeting of the 
executive committee of the national 
currency commission and the clearing
